WASHINGTON. Oct. 15—S ecre­ 
tary Knox said today tha t the navy 
was ready to put guns and gun 
crews on m erchant ships "as fast as 
the ships come to us" once congress 
authorizes such action. 
Knox spoke as the house rules 
comm ittee 
granted
